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Rough Winter Weather 
Extends Over Nation

Winter’s brand ol rough weath­ 
er — numbing cold, 
snow 
and 
freezing rain — extended across 
vast sections of the nation today, 
a repeat of last week’s miserable 
climatic conditions. 
Frigid weather held tight across 
the nation’s midsection. Temper­ 
atures dropped to more than 30 
degrees below zero in northern 
areas. It was near zero south­ 
ward into sections of Kentucky 
and eastward to the Ohio Valley. 
Freezing weather extended into 
Texas, with warnings of a hard 
freeze in southern sections and 
through the lower Mississippi Va! 
ley into parts of Alabama and 
Georgia. The cold weather threat­ 
ened citrus groves in the semi­ 
tropical lower Rio Grande Valley. 
Southern 
California 
again 
braced for more freezing weath­ 
er—the ninth straight day of a 


cold wave that has caused more 
than $3 million damage to citrus, 
vegetable and flower crops. The 
mercury dropped to 41 in Los An­ 
geles Sunday but freezing read­ 
ings—as low as 12—chilled outly­ 
ing areas. 
A 
wind-lashed 
snowstorm 
off 
Kake Erie battered broad areas 
of western New’ York State Sun­ 
day night 
Wind gusts up to 50 
m p h . 
whipped 
the 
snow 
into 
blinding 
clouds, 
causing 
heavy 
drifting and cutting visibility to 
zero. 
Nearly all traffic on more than 
IOO miles of the New York Thru­ 
way was halted for several hours 
but later some traffic was per­ 
mitted 
between 
Rochester 
and 
Buffalo. The storm closed many 
roads throughout the area. 
Freezing drizzle slicked 
high­ 
ways in Houston and San An­ 
tonio, Tex. A glaze of ice covered 
sections 
of 
northern 
Alabama. 
Rain changed to sleet or snow 


over much of Louisiana and Miss­ 
issippi, creating hazardous driv­ 
ing conditions. 
More snow fell in the snow-cov­ 
ered sections of the Midwest and 
into the Ohio Valley and sections 
of Pennsylvania. 
At 
least 15 
weather-related 
deaths were reported—from ex­ 
posure, 
fires, 
and traffic acci­ 
dents on icy and snow-covered 
highways. 
Tornadic 
winds 
lashed across 
more than a dozen counties in 
south Georgia, causing thousands 
of dollars damage to property. 
The violent winds and rain struck 
in Perry and adjacent areas be­ 
fore 
heading out 
to sea 
near 
Savannah on the Atlantic Coast. 
Severe 
windstorms, 
also 
de­ 
scribed 
as possible 
tornadoes, 
touched down at Loxley and En­ 
terprise 
in southern 
Alabama, 
causing damage to homes and a 
nursery estimated at $150,000 to 
$200,000.

Not a Shot Fired 
Not a shot was fired and little 
knots of civilians and unarmed 
Katanga gendarmes waved cheer­ 
ily as the U.N. column rumbled 
past.

"We are not coming as con­ 
querors but 
as friends of the 
Congolese people,’’ Noronha told 
the Katanga leader.

The 
explosive was placed in position 
two w'eeks ago, when Tshombe 
threatened a sconced earth cam­ 
paign to hold up the advancing 
U.N. troops but detonators were 
removed by the president’s white 
soldiers some 12 hours before the 
U.N. arrival.

to personally disconnect a wire 
leading to an electric detonator.

The Congress­ 
man estimated that each em ­ 
ploye, in terms of salary, cap­ 
ital cost and office expense would 
represent an outlay of $200,000 
per employe or $5 billion in in­ 
itial outlay and a year’s payroll.

Agreement Is Seen 
Closer on Test Ban 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
United States, Britain and the So­ 
viet Union appeared today 
closer to agreement on a nuclear 
weapons test ban than they have 
been at any time in almost two 
years. 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev has 
removed a major barrier to s e r i­ 
ous negotiation by telling Presi­ 
dent Kennedy that he would ac­ 
cept two or three on-site inspec­ 
tions a year in the Soviet Union 
as part of a system to prevent 
cheating. 
R eaction 
C Millions 
Reaction in the Senate, where 
a test ban pact would have to 
bi' approved, was heavily cauti­ 
ous. But the general feeling was 
that in accepting the principle of 
on-site 
inspection. 
Khrushchev's 
move was encouraging. 
In an exchange of letters re­ 
leased here ani in Moscow Sun­ 
d ay night, Kenntdy told Khrush- 
: chev he was 
"encouraged 
that 
you are prepared to accept the 
principle of on-site inspections.” 
The State Department said the 
United States now hopes that dis­ 
cussions on the king deadlocke' 
test ban issue "can be continued 
to a successful conclusion." 
Could I-end to Change 
U.S. officials said Khrushchev’s 
policy reversal could lead to a 
real breakthrough in the test ban 
negotiations. Whether it does will 
depend on whether Khrushchev is 
willing to increase the number of 
on-site inspections to double or 
triple the total he told Kennedy he 
would agree to at once—that is, 
two or three t year. The United 
States is asking for eight or IO. 
Representatives of the three nu­ 
clear powers will reopen negotia­ 
tions in a meeting here Tuesday 
afternoon.

A protest parade at the New 
Paltz college Saturday in which 
more some 400 students participated in 
a two hour long parade through 
the village, apparently was in ef­ 
fect a protest over the meeting 
of the College Board of Trustees 
Tuesday in New York City when 
the matter of tuition at State 
University Colleges will be dis­ 
cussed and perhaps acted upon. 
The student body in State Uni­ 
versity 
colleges, 
including 
the 
New Paltz student body, are op­ 
posed to the trustees making a 
decision on tuition at the Tues­ 
day meeting. 
They seek a post­ 


ponement on such decision so 
that the matter of tuition begin­ 
ning next fall, may be publicly 
aired at which time students can 
present their views. 
During the two hour parade 
from campus through the village 
streets Saturday, there was no 
disorder, college spokesmen said. 
The parade was conducted undei 
the watchful eyes of state police, 
but their services were no neces­ 
sary. 
There were placards carried 
by some students protesting the 
imposition of tuition charges on 
students, 
among 
the 
placards 
was one which carried the legend 
"our position 
no tuition.” 
After the parade through the 
streets the students returned to 
campus.

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LATIN AMERICAN AID 
There appears to be a healthy growth 
of recognition, among U. S. citizens, that 
this country is engaged in a race against 
poverty and despair in Latin America. It 
is coming to be more and more widely 
understood that the Alliance for Progress 
is not a mere boost for people who need a 
little help, but potentially the one great 
bulwark against communism in the Western 
Hemisphere. 
The danger from communism is great 
and imminent because most of the Latin 
Americans live in extreme poverty, with 
almost no hope of improvement in their 
situation unless help comes from outside. 
As Senator Humphrey remarked upon his 
return from a Latin American study trip, 
about 80 per cent of the people in Central 
and South America are to be found in rural 
areas where “barely scratching out a liv­ 
ing is a day by day problem.” 
Humphrey’s views on the consequences 
of this situation are worth quoting. “Rural 
poverty is almost universal,” he said, “and 
families are moving into the cities. These 
cities will soon be inundated with people, 
and it’s both unhealthy and dangerous.” 
In the opinion of this member of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, the Al­ 
liance for Progress will not succeed “until 
we can break the back of rural poverty.” 
He has said of the Alliance, “Fires have 
been lighted in Latin America, and what 
happens now' depends upon how they bum .” 
This Is a point to be stressed. Merely 
setting the Alliance for Progress in motion 
Is not enough. There must be a continuing 
effort to provide aid in ways best suited to 
the needs of a region where a few wealthy 
land owners dominate the economy and to 
a great extent control government. It will 
not suffice merely to pour out aid; it must 
be channeled into the hands of people who 
need it. 


j f k ’S o t h e r t o p ic s 
President Kennedy’s tax-reduction pro­ 
posals are so controversial, and they bring 
such happy surmise to the average tax­ 
payer’s mind, that this aspect of his State 
of the Union message has obscured the 
rest of what he said. That is natural, con­ 
sidering the sensitivity of the pocketbook 
nerve. 
Mote will be heard about the tax pro­ 
posals in the months ahead. In the mean­ 
time, it is worthwhile to reflect on some of 
the other things the President talked about. 
For as the chief executive remarked after 
outlining his plan to cut taxes, tax reduc­ 
tion alone “is not enough to strengthen our 
society, to provide opportunities for the 
four million new Americans who are bom 
every year, to improve the lives of the 32 
million Americans w'ho still live on the out­ 
s e lls of poverty.” 
No one can quarrel 
with his assertion that “the quality of 
American life must keep pace with the 
quantity of American goods.” 
This does not mean that there will not 
he wide differences of opinion on Mr: Ken­ 
nedy’s proposals for bringing about this im­ 
provement in quality. His phrase, “invest­ 
ing in our youth,” sounds tine, hut there will 
be controversy about what form such in­ 
vestment should take. The same goes for 
his recommendations with regard to pub­ 
lic health, civil rights and the effective use 
of resources. 
But the importance of all 
these areas of concern cannot be denied. 
Now is the time for all citizens to mull over 
what the President has said, and to make 
decisions about these matters. 


Global View

UNITED NATIONS—(NEA)—Nikita Khrush­ 
chev managed to survive Stalin’s purges and has 
so far out-smarted his rivals in the Kremlin. Now 
he faces the decision of his life: to break or not 
to break openly with Red China’s Mao Tse-tung? 
Even West Berlin, though it remains a top 
target of Soviet official policy, is eclipsed by the 
historic quarrel of the two Red giants. 
A Yugoslav official told this writer, “It is not 
what Khruscchev says or does not say publicly 
that will decide the fate of world communism. It 
is the drama behind the scenes that will in the 
long run determine communism’s future.’’ 
Yugoslavia’s President Tito. Premier Khrush­ 
chev's new-found friend end Mao Tse-tung’s bit­ 
ter enemy, is reported to have urged the Soviet 
premier to break openly with Red China. 
Even before the meeting of Russia's satellites 
at the East German party congress, Tito hinted 
that his international policies are based on the 
belief that a Russian-Chinese split would come 
"very soon.” 
In the view of Yugoslavia's president, the 
break between Moscow and Peking has been 
progressing far too slowly. In order to fit Yugo­ 
slav plans, the open rift must come more rap­ 
idly for reasons: 
I. Tito is anxious to isolate Red China. This 
will strengthen considerably Yugoslavia’s position 
in the Red bloc. 
2. Tito fears that Premier Khrushchov might 
doublecross him again. The thought of an event­ 
ual deal between Moscow and Peking is some­ 
thing that gives the Yugoslav president night­ 
mares. 
After all. wasn’t Tito himself denounced for 
years by Moscow as a 
“revolutionist” 
until 
Khrushchev decided recently to use him as an 
ally in the fight against the “dogmatist” Mao? 
The Khrushchev-Mao war of words has now 
degenerated to a point where the Soviet premier 
has to speak out strongly if ho is to stay at the 
helm of international communism But the Rus­ 
sians obviously want to keep open their lines of 
communication with Mao rn the hope that their 
differences might somehow be patched up. 
Khrushchev realizes that an open break with 
Olina will split world communism into hostile 
camps. 
China is likely to get the backing of an ag­ 
gressive 
minority, 
including 
Albania. 
North 
Korea, Not th Viet Nam aud possibly ev en Fidel 
Castro’s Cuba, 
that would 
be embarrasingly 
vocal in its attacks on Russia 
•This has long been the view of men like 
Mikhail 
Suslov and other “internal Chinese" 
(Vnutrennyia Kitaitsy) who still would wield 
considerable power in the Kremlin. 
Moscow's East German puppet W alter Ul- 
bricht, Czechoslovakia's Red chieftain Antorin 
Novotny and 
Maurice Thorez, leader of the 
French Reds, are also believed to be against an 
open break between Russia and China, despite 
signs of hedging in the East German press. 
But President Tito, barked by Palmiro Tog- 
liatti of the Italian Communist Party and Po­ 
land’s Wlad.vslaw Gomulka, have been pressing 
Khrushchev for a speedy break with Mao. 
This, in the view of specialists on Soviet* 
Chinese relations, accounts for Nikita Khrush­ 
chev’s zig-zag policies. 
Long before the Red conclave in East Berlin 
the Soviet premier and Mao denounced each 
other with all the curse words from the ample 
bag of Marxist-Lcnir.ist doubletalk. Many of Mos­ 
cow’s puppets even had public rehearsals (party 
congresses) at which they attacked Mao. 
But Khrushchev remains in a dilemma. Like 
the maid in the English limerick, he cannot say 
yes to an open break with Mao and he cannot 
say no So he says maybe and hopes to appease 
all antagonists in the Red camp by again twisting 
the W est’s tail in Berlin.

Keep Aspirin Tablets 
Away From Children

Aspirin is the moat common cause of poisoning 
in children, and Dr. Roger Meyer has tried to de­ 
termine the reason. 
He was able in one year to find 128 cases of 
aspirin poisoning in children between I and 5 
years of age in a large American city. More than 
half of these children had easily removed the 
“childproof” protective cap that has been devised 
to prevent such accidents. 
In many instances the child was imitating 
“what mommy does when she doesn’t feel good.” 
Some of the children were either playing doctor or 
having a "tea party” and the aspirin tablets were 
shared with brothers or playmates. 
Seventy-two 
of them took the pills in the hour just preceding 
their mealtime, a time when the child was begin­ 
ning to get hungry and the mother was too busy 
preparing the meal to notice what was happening. 
It w as found thait 4S of the children w ere re­ 
covering from an illness and w ere just beginning 
to get their appetites hark. 
In m any instances a 
visitor or telephone call had d istracted the m oth ­ 
er’s a tten tio n from her ehild. 
In rom e eases the 
child had been left alone or left w ith a baby 
sitter. 
Often the mother had taken an aspirin and had 
forgot (en to put the bottle back in a sale place. 
Several mothers had failed to appreciate their 
child's ability te climb up to the medicine cabinet 
or bureau drawer. In some cases, even when the 
mother had discovered that the child had taken 
an unknown number of pills, she was not aware of 
the danger and had failed to call a doctor. 
Of the 128 children, 127 had been given aspirin 
at one time or another, often for the slightest in­ 
disposition. 
Frequently the mother, in order to 
get the child to accept the tablet, had referred 
to it as candy rather than as medicine. 
Becense 
of the pleasant flavors now’ used in most brands of 
children’s aspirin the tots made heroic efforts to 
get at the bottle. Children who had been poisoned 
bv aspirin, when offered he tablets at a later date 
showed no reluctance to accept them. 
Thus it ran be seen that accid ental aspirin 
poisoning is not, strictly sp eak ing, an accident, 
hut rather the result of a slip-up of som e kind. 
The child w ho is poisoned w ith aspirin m ay vom it, 
becom e dizzy, perspire profusely, becom e m entally 
contused, go into a com a and m ay even die. 
Do not fall into the trap of thinking that as­ 
pirin is a harmless drug. Do not be fooled by the 
presence of the “safety cap” on the bottle 
Do 
not leave aspirin tablets or any kind of tablets 
that contain aspirin as one of several ingredients 
where a child ran get at them. 
Tf you believe 
that, in spite of ail precautions, your child has 
taken an unknown number of tablets call your 
doctor at once.

Disaster From Nuclear War 
Keeps Soviet Peace-Minded

ulate industry to create new jobs.

My dog Rocky is beginning to 
age. He will be six in March, 
which is the halfway point in 
the life of a German shepherd. 
He is staid, dignified, the pmk- 
tongued yawning king of the 
household. The black head is 
handsome, the ears standing and 
the head cocked to listen. Still, 
signs of age are present. When 
he plays 
with the little children, 
he skids on floors 
and falls on 
his head. 
There are other signs. When 
he was younger, if the doorbell 
rang he emitted a soft muffled 
woof. Today, the same bell causes 
him to run around hysterically, 
barking in a deep tone. as though 
pressing the panic button. Not 
only that, he will also run right 
through someone who is trying to 
answer the bell. 
There was a time when Rocky 
would guard any baby who visi­ 
ted our house. Wherever the bas­ 
sinet was placed, he would doze 
under 
it. 
Now, 
when 
grand­ 
children come to visit, he worries 
over the little ones, frets if ho 
catches them teetering on the 
edge of a stairway, barks at 
them and licks their faces if he 
catches them wrestling and. if 
an infant cries, he runs through 
the house like a berserk Malayan, 
barking at adults to do some­ 
thing. 
He’s a good dog. The best. 
When someone offers him a pea­ 
nut, or a piece of candy, he 
never snaps. The mouth opens 
in 
slow’ 
motion and 
he gets 
around the fingers without nip­ 
ping them. He permits children 
to slide down his back when he 
is sleeping, and they are allowed 
to yank his long black tail or 
pull his ears. 
But 
he 
sleeps 
more 
than 
formerly. He follows me from 
the dining room to the office, 
where he naps, back to the bath­ 
room, where he naps outside the 
door, to the television set. where 
he naps without apparently hear­ 
ing or seeing. When I go to bed, 
he remains awake outside the 
door until he hears the light snap 
off. 
Then he heaves a big sigh, and 
he drops like a safe from a roof. 
He sleeps with the eyes closed, 
and ears up. If the oil burner in 
Ihc cellar goes on during the 
night, his eyes open, the ears 
turn, and he listens. Once he is 
assured that this is a normal 
sound, he goes hack to sleep. 
He has become so particular 
about his diet that he ignores all 
dog food. He wants people food, 
and he will go hungary rather 
than eat anything but cooked 
scraps. Rocky weighs 85 pounds. 
so he needs a lot of food. In an 
automobile, he is nervous, the 
hind legs 
tremble, and some­ 
times he gets sick. 
By day he divides his time be­ 


tween checking the personalities 
of the house, and going into the 
backyard. There, he looks out 
through a chicken wire fence, 
studying the habits of the silly 
sea gulls, and trying to find 
roast beef bones he hurried. He 
is. I am afraid, absent-minded. 
He buries a bone well, but he 
cannot remember where it is 
buried. 
The family has watched, many 
times, 
as 
he 
goes frantically 
about the yard, scratching and 
digging 
and 
sniffing, 
trotting 
from place to place, confident 
each time that this is the place. 
He is noble and friendly when 
strange dogs visit us, but his 
hospitality was stretched to the 
breaking point one day when 
Ginny’s 
Eglish 
bulldog, 
Rory 
went into the yard and dug up 
one after another of Rocky’s 
bones while he stood by dying of 
shame. 
This dog can be left alone in 
the house for a whole day be­ 
cause he has learned to turn a 
doorknob with his teeth. Rock 
lets himself out to the backyard 
when he wants, and has mastered 
the technique of letting himself 
back in, turning the knob with 
his teeth, yanking the door open, 
and sneaking his long body in 
before the doorcheck closes it. 
This leads to the conclusion 


that we have some funny-looking 
doorknobs. The teeth marks are 
so deep that there isn’t one knob 
that can be called round. How­ 
ever, when we are home he sel­ 
dom does it. He looks at a mem­ 
ber 
of 
the 
family, 
whistles 
through his nose, and makes a 
few false starts toward the door. 
This means "Open the back 
door for me.”

It’s easier to get up and open it 
for him.

Here is the first of a series of 
five articles designed to make the 
taxpayer's chore easier. This one 
tells who must file, forms to use 
and how to figure deductions.

WASHINGTON 
(AP)—Midnight 
Monday. April 15. is the deadline 
for your 1962 income tax return. 
Report only taxable income, not 
the non-taxable kind like Social I 
Security payments 
Examples of 
both kinds are given below. 
Changes in the law on 1962 in­ 
dividual income are very few and 
won t affect most people. 
You must file a return—to get 
a refund—if your income was too 
low to be taxable but tax was 
withheld from it. 
You must file a return, even 
though you owe no tax, if: 
1. You were under 65 and had 
taxable income of $600 or more. 
This 
includes 
children, 
parents 
are responsible for them. 
2. You were 65 by Jan. I. 1963, 
arx! had taxable income of $1,200 
or more. 
A 
self-employed 
person 
m ust, 
pay a Social Security tax of 4 7 
per cent on se Ii - employmen t in­ 
come from 5400 to $4,800 This is 
in addition to whatever regular 
tax he pays, like everyone else, 
on taxable income over $600. 
A man over 65 mast pay this 
Social Security tax on self-em­ 
ployment income even though he 
is drawing Social Security pay­ 
ments. 
Unlit* 
Income 
But 
there are limits on how 
much income such a person can 
have and still receive Social Se- 
| curity 
payments. 
This can get 
complicated. If you have doubts 
about 
your case, 
contact 
your j 
nearest Social Security office. 
Be sure (I) you enclose with 
your return all the W-2 withhold­ 
ing statements from your employ­ 
er or employers; (2) you list your 
Social Security number on your 
return. There is a $5 penalty few 
I failing to list your number. 
Many special questions are an­ 
swered in the 14-page instruction 
i sheet which the Internal Revenue 
.Service (IRS) sends taxpayers. It 
j includes both a tax table and a 
schedule for figuring your own 
I tax. 
Still better, though it costs 40 
cents, is the 144-page instruction 
| booklet—‘ Your 
Federal 
Income 
I Tax”—put out bv 
the IRS and 
sold by your district director of 
internal revenue 
Organizations paying in ten t or 
dividends of $10 or more—starting 
Jan 
I. 
1963—will

Two Tax Form* 
There are two tax forms for 
making returns: 10-10 and 1040A.

i ment s. 
You can ase it only if: 
1. Your income was under $10.- 
I OOO and was entirely in wages 
! from which tax was withheld, plus 
not more than $200 in dividends.

Each exemption you can legiti­ 
mately claim means $600 knocked 
off your income before what’s left 
Is taxable.

I 
rem em ber I asked the children's 
class to bring a cake of w hite 
soap for carving. We were going 
to make a clumsy scottie dog, I 
later painted black and put a red 
ribbon around is neck for effect.

Eddie had two cakes of soap, 
he said "Do you w ant to see me 
carve som ething?"

One w ay to prevent heart dis­ 
ease is to take care of sore 
throats. If th at sounds puzzling, 
odds are that you’ve never run 
into rheum atic fever — which

W hen 
this happens, the condition is 
called rheum atic heart disease, 
according to the H eart C hapter 
of U lster County. 
Scientists spent years study­ 
ing patients whose strep sore 
throats w ere prom tply and ade­ 
quately 
treated 
and 
others 
whose* sore throats went un­ 
treated. 
They discovered that 
when the strep infection is effec­ 
tively eradicated — usually by 
large doses of penicillin — rheu­ 
m atic fever doesn’t occur. And 
w ithout rheum atic fever w ed 
have no rehum atic heart disease. 
'Silent* In fections 
U nfortunately It isn’t as sim­ 
ple as all that. Some strep in­ 
fections go unrecognized. These 
are "silent” infections, causing 
no sym ptom s th a t would alert 
the patient to seek medical care 
but which can trigger a rheu­ 
m atic 
fever 
attack 
just 
the 
same. However, if every known 
strep infection were prom ptly 
and properly treated, according 
to the H eart C hapter of U lster 
County, the incidence of rheu­ 
m atic 
fever 
and 
rheum atic 
heart disease could be brought 
lower each year. 
A free booklet entitled "Now 
You Can Protect Your Child 
Against 
Rheum atic F ever” 
is 
available from the H eart Chap­ 
ter of U lster County.

P arents w ith children from 5 to 
15 will be especially interested 
since this is the age-range when 
rheum atic 
fever 
most 
often 
strikes. 
The streptococcus doesn’t It­ 
self cause rheum atic fever—but 
somehow it sets the scene for 
the 
appearance 
of 
rheum atic 
fever in some people. Not all 


streptococcal infections will lead 
to 
rheum atic 
fever; 
actually 
only a very small percentage do. 
But even this small percentage 
adds up to large num bers. It 
has been estim ated th at 500,000 
children and 500,000 adults in 
the U. S. have had rheum atic 
fever or suffer from rheum atic 
heart disease. 
D am age C an B e R educed 
The heart dam age caused by 
rheum atic 
fever 
m ay 
appear 
following a first attack or not 
tor many years, and often not 
a t all. ’Hie likelihood of heart 
dam age can be greatly reduced 
by protecting persons who have 
had an attack of rheum atic fever 
against recurrences. Parents, es­ 
pecially, should know that an 
attack of rheum atic fever does 
not confer im m unity, as is the 
case with many other childhood 
diseses. R ather, it indicates th at 
a child is susceptible and re­ 
quires 
continuous 
protection 
against new strep infections th at 
can set off recurrences of rheu­ 
m atic fever. This m eans con­ 
tinuous, regular treatm ent with 
antibiotics or other drugs under 
medical supervision. The H eart 
C hapter pf U lster County con­ 
ducts a 'penicillin 
prophylaxis 
program for rheum atic fever pa­ 
tients which enables them to ob­ 
tain 
free 
penicillin 
upon 
the 
private physician’s request. 
Research 
has 
provided 
the 
knowledge through which many 
rheum atic fever recurrences can 
l)e prevented. But for its suc­ 
cessful application the parents' 
cooperation 
is 
of 
vital 
im ­ 
portance.

There, 
with the help of a technician, 
the doctors reassure, diagnose 
and 
prescribe 
treatm ent 
for 
people who have come in by

Everything works like clock­ 
work: X -rays are taken, the two 
doctors go to work before the

nected to a portable tape record­ 
er. Irater a typist transcripcs the 
tapes into neat reports. 
Before the day’s work is done, 
well over IOO people, some of 
them already suffering from se­ 
vere illness, others fortunately 
whose discom fort turns out to 
bo minor, will have been exam ­ 
ined and started on the road 
back to good health.

Nine Unions Pay 
Near SI 411111011 
In Weekly Benefits 


NEW YORK (AP)—Nine unions 
are paying nearly $1 million week­ 
ly in strike benefits to more than 
15.000 members idled by the New 
York newspaper blackout, a sur­ 
vey showed today. The amount is 
about two-fifths (rf (heil normal 
wages. 
The benefits range from S30 for 
a single man with no dependents 
to $120 for others, depending on 
the union. 
Only the deliverers union among 
IO m ajor unions affected by the 
strike is paying no benefits. Its 
2,800 members voted to go with­ 
out strike pay rath er than bor­ 
row from their pension fund. They 
still have some income from sales 
of out-of-town newspapers, whose 
circulations 
hero 
have 
spurhxl 
since the city’s nine major dailies 
closed. 
So far as could be determined, 
only 
the 
American 
Newspaper 
Guild of the unions involved in 
the 4f>-day-old strike here has fa r­ 
rowed to enable it to continue 
benefits to more than 5.000 job­ 
less 
guikLsmen in New York and 
Cleveland, where a strike that has

papers is in its 53ixi day. 
Bertram A. Powers, head of the 
printers here — who called the

The 3.000 printers out of work 
hero because of the shutdown are 
reported to have been drawing
